, - - • . , DUNEDIN' GOSSIP. 

(from our own correspondent.) 

December 17. 

We are approaching the holidays, and 
things are becoming brisk, especially in the 
amusement line. This week has seen the 
opera open! and although .the first perform-, 
ance (the English “ Martha”) was rot Al, 
yet the second (“Luorezia Borgia’’) was 
really first-class. Amongst the singers beside 
the Simonseh family is Mr Riccardi, whose 
First Lord in Pinafore is the colonial standard 
of the part. They intend 'to produce “ Pin- 
afore” during their season, and will probably 
run it against the circus. This is looked 
forward, to with some interest, as there are 
great reports about it ; and some half-dozen 
or more advance agents' have been here 
already billing the town and otherwise 
heralding the appearance of “ the biggest 
show on earth.” But we have heard that 
story before, and intend to hold over 
opinions until we see it. . 

Ketten, the great pianist, did not draw at 
all. Heaven only knows why. He was the 
grandest musical artist ever we have had 
here, by a long way. I am not a musician at 
all, and can’t appreciate high-class piano 
business — at least I never could until I heard 
Ketten. “Moonlight sonatos,” “concert- 
stucks,” “ spinnlieders" and all the rest 
of them were thrown away on me. Sauret, 
who came with Urso, wearied me ; Madame 
Tasca, ditto ; Charbonnet and Duboin, ditto 
ditto. If any one had told me I could have 
listened to a piano being strummed on for 
two hours at a stretch I would have laughed 
at them ; but I not only listened to Ketten, 
but came away wishing there had been more 
of him. He was simply a miracle, that was 
all. 

The facts brought out at the inquest on 
the tramway fire bore out what I wrote last 
week. The two men who were in the place 
got confused over their stories as to what 
occurred, and some rather amusing incon- 
sistences were observable. The twd were at 
variance about whether they had tea that 
morning, and one of them when cross-ques- 
tioned about it spun the extraordinary yam 
that not having any tea he warmed the water 
and drank it. As one of the jurors remarked, 
the taste for beverages was an extraordinary 
one in this individual. If both , men had 
cpme forward and said they had been asleep, 
one would have been more inclined to credit 
them. 

A very nasty article was published in the 
Herald over this fire, the argument being 
that after all Mr Proudfoot was not to be 
pitied, : as he would get rid of a lot of useless 
plant, and really make money ont of the 
concern. The fact of the inconvenience 
to: the- public was looked oVer in order to 
have a fling at Mr Proudfoot, who is a red 
rag to the Herald people; The argument, 
however, was quite ridiculous, for only three 
engines were at all useless plant. The others 
worked admirably, two of them drawing 
three and four cars, white horses only draw 
one. To say that the burning of these would 
be a gain to Mr Proudfoot was a statement 
that could only proceed from a jaundiced 
mind. It might just as well be argued that 
the destruction of the Herald office, with 
that also of the editor and all concerned in • 
it, would be a paying thing for the share- 
holders, because they would be able to get 
new hands and start a more agreeable paper. 

The same Herald has been making itself 
very obnoxious of late, and very universally 
it is spoken of as having made some big 
mistakes. These presumedly arise from the 
want of experience and wisdom on the part' 
of the literary management. Apparently 
anybody who sends 'a letter conveying 
insinuations of little j obs oil, the part of public 
men can make sure of its insertion ; for the 
editor’s creed appears to be that anything in 
that line (no matter whether well-grounded 
or not) is relished by the public. This is of 
course a vast mistake. What the public do 
like is fair, hard hitting— the G. M. Reed 
style of journalism ; but petty nagging and 
nasty sly little hints do not go down. Not 
only are these allowed in letters in the 
Herald , but the articles' are very often of the 
same type ; and there have been any number 
of threats about pulling editorial noses in 
consequence. I am not given to prophesying, 
but, under its present management, I don’t 
give the Herald a long lease of life. 

The schools are all in the breaking-up pro- 
cess, and the youngsters are being packed off 
for six weeks’ holidays. The Rev. Dr Stuart 
is in his element — here, there, and every- 
where, giving the scholars good advice in a 
homely, genial fashion, and getting all the 
proceedings through with spirit and life. He 
is the pride of Dunedin, and there is not a 
man, woman, or child in it (except that 
wretched being J. G. S. Grant) who don’t 
revere him. He was away on a holiday a 
short time ago, and although Professor 
Salmond himself was in the pulpit the attend- 
ance fell off nearly a third. 

Vincent Pyke and Thorpe Talbot have 
been writing a Christmas book, but it has not 
provoked the admiration of the literary 
cognoscenti. Thorpe Talbot is understood to 
be Madame Josephine, who advertises her- 
self as a “ Forteller of the Future.” How 
came the immaculate Vincent in such com- 
pany 1 It is a queer partnership. The book 
has sold wonderfully well, but it is hinted 
for this reason :■ — In some way it got blurted 
about that Thorpe Talbot’s story was the 
relation of an adventure with a certain 
colonial judge, who bears a reputation for 
gallantry, and with whom the authoress is 
believed to be acquainted. Spicy particulars 
were anticipated, and so the book was eagerly 
sought after. The buyers are greatly dis- 
appointed, for only a very alight reference is 
made to the legal gentleman.

THE ALEXANDRA BRIDGE. . 

To the Editor of -Thk Cromwell Arbus. 

Sir, — 1 observe that a correspondent sign- 
ing himself “Ratepayer” has thought fit on 
twp occasions lately to criticise the works 
now in progress at the Alexandra bridge, 
and his statements generally are so much at 
variance with the truth that I feel they must 
not be allowed to pass unnoticed, otherwise 
they may create a false impression upon the 
mind of those persons who have not had 
an opportunity of inspecting the works for 
themselves.

stand. The object aimed at is not so much 
to make a firm foundation for the heavy 
mass of masonry built upon them, as to place 
that foundation at a sufficient depth below 
the Bioping beach of gravel without going to 
the greater expense of building solid from 
the required level. The making a firm 
foundation is in this instance of secondary 
importance, but is not overlooked altogether, 
and when I state that the weight to be sup- 
ported is about 2900 tons, I think, Sir, that 
you will agree with me that every precaution 
should be taken to ensure the stability of the 
'structure. With reference to another por- 
tion of the work “ Ratepayer” goes on to say 
“stone approaches on the west side of 
Alexandra bridge would not have cost above 
half the price of the present suspension.” 
This statement I most emphatically deny, 
and “ Ratepayer” can have had but very 
little experience in such works if he imagines 
this to be the case. The present opening of 
72ft will cost £730 ; to substitute stone re- 
taining walls with earth backing (which I 
presume is what is meant by stone ap- 
proaches) would require at the very lowest 
calculation a sum of £1100, leaving a 
balance in favor of the present system of 
£370. In the other and smaller opening 
there is the same proportion in the cost of 
the two systems. Apart from the questions 
of cost however there is a very good reason 
why these openings should be left, the 
neglect to notice which at once proves to 
my mind that “ Ratepayer” knows nothing 
whatever of the subject he appears to be so 
anxious to enlighten the public upon. The 
reason is this — the openings are required for 
the passage of flood water. If they were 
closed the waterway would be contracted 
during flood time, from 460 to 340 feet, and 
the scour would be increased to such an ex- 
tent that the foundations of the pier and 
abutments on the other side of the river 
would be endangered, as well as the township 
itself. No person with any pretensions to a 
knowledge of bridge building, and of the 
place in question, would entertain for a 
moment the idea of filling up these places. 
Again " Ratepayer” states that the bridge 
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with approaches will tost the County nearly 
£26,000 before it, is finished. This also is 
contrary to the truth. I can safely say that 
the cosjt of the whole will not exceed £18,000. 

In Conclusion allow me to inform “ Rate- 
payer” if he is not; already aware of the fact, 
that the bridge. was designed in oonjuuction 
with an engineer pf , good standing in Dun- 
edin,' and that the condemnation of one who 
is evidently a tyro in these matters is not 
likely to have much weight as against the 
opinions pf two men who have had special 
training, and experience to guide them in 
designing and carrying out such works. — 1

London, December 14. 

It has transpired that ’at a Cabinet Council 
held yesterday it was decided by Ministers that, 
unless the state of Ireland has decidedly im- 
proved by the time Parliament reassembles on 
the 6th prox., a bill will be immediately intro- 
duced to suspend the Habeas Corpus Act. „ It 
was, moreover, decided under Such ciretim- 
stances to also propose measures for the remedy 
of the grievances of the Irish people. 

In conaeqnence of the increasing necessity for 
further reinforcements in the disturbed districts 
in Ireland, two more regiments have been 
ordered across the Channel, and will be des- 
patched without delay. 

The Great Powers have decided to postpone 
for the present the consideration of the Porte’s 
circular note, inviting mediation in regard to the 
Greek frontier question. • , — 

Washington, December 14. 

Both Houses of the United States Congress 
have passed resolntions expressing sympathy 
with the Irish tenants in their efforts to obtain 
the redress el their grievances. 

_ Calcutta, December 14. 

The latest telegrams from Allahabad report 
that the Marquis of Ripon is now improving. 

London, December 16. 

The intimidation of landlords in Ireland by 
the evicted tenants and Leaguers continues 
without abatement, and fresh forms of outrage 
are heard of almost daily, especially against the 
landlords, who have been ostracised by the 
people of their district*. ; . r . 

The latest form of intimidation by ths 
Leaguers is the prevention of the export of 
cattle by the landlords against whom they have 
a spite ; and several eases in which cattle in- 
tended for export have been prevented from 
leaving the farms are reported. 

The Judges of the Irish Supreme Court have 
received letters threatening them with murder 
if they convict the Land Leaguers at their 
approaching trial for conspiracy. 

Professor Fawcett, Postmaster-general, has 
now under consideration's project for the in- 
stitution of a parcel post between England and 
the Colonies.

THE CONDITION OF. IRELAND. 



• The following telegrams have appeared In 
late Melbourpe papers 

Much uneasiness prevail* in'tlie southern 
districts pfi Ireland, and, it, is fearedrthat »n 
organised outbreak . may at any moment 
ocour. The.' authorities haver been informed 
that- an-, enormous quantity of arms has 
recently been purchased.- Active measures 
of precaution. have been taken; and the local 
garrison* have been considerably augmented 
in brder to be prepared for any emergency. < 
The greatest excitement prevails in the 
city of, /Waterford, aqd; throughout, the 
country a, most bitterly hostile feeling is 
manifested against the landlords, and tire 
police and military are subjected to insult by 
the people.,, . . ’ ; 

.- A disturbance arose at Balbncallig, a town 
on tbe River Bridge; ; five miles west of Cork. 
The dragoons stationed there to protect the 
Artillery barracks and gunpowder mills were 
called out, and in attempting to suppress the 
outbreak one of the dragoons was shot. 

Mr Parnell paid a visit to Waterford, and 
received a most enthusiastic demonstration. 
The city was eit file in his honor.' Head- 
dressed a large assemblage of people, refer- 
ring to the criminal prosecution instituted 
against him by the Crown. There waa a 
scene of great excitement. 

,, Owing to the excitement in the district 
where the late Lord Mountmorris was assas- 
sinated, his household effects were removed 
to Tuam House, guarded by the police. 

The Irish authorities have demanded 
further reinforcements, and the Coldstream 
Guards have been despatched to Ireland. 
They were the receipients of a great demon- 
stration on leaving London, 

• In the event of Mr Parnell, or any- of the 
Irish members who are being prosecuted for 
sedition attempting to attend Parliament and 
ignore their trial, they will be arrested in the 
lobby. 

5 In consequence of the,increasing agitation 
in Ireland, the Government have resolved to 
have recourse to more strenuous measures 
for preserving the peace than have hitherto 
been adopted.- With this object they are 
now prohibiting the holding of meetings in 
connnection with the Land League which 
are considered likely to lead to disturbances. 
At a meeting of this kind projected" to be 
held at Brookesboropgh, near Enniskillen, 
the local authorities interfered, and they 
prohibited the meeting. .Large numbers of 
the disaffected then assembled in the, streets 
Of the.town, and were summoned to disperse. 
They refused to do so, and as there were on 
the spot a strong body of police, which had 
been enforced by the military,' the Riot Act 
was read. The crowd, however, still refused 
to separate, and exhibited a threatening 
demeanor; ' The constables and 1 dragoons 
then charged the people, whom they speedily 
and completely dispersed. A number of 
arrests w^re made. • .. . ...... i 

The bitterness of feeling in Ireland over the 
land question is, being intensified by seotarian 
animosities. - The Orange Societies through- 
out the country are organising movements in 
opposition to tho designs of the Land 
Leaguers, and the hostility between the two 
parties is daily increasing. It is feared that 
a serious collision will take place, and the 
anthorities are accordingly making extensive 
preparations for quelling the disturbance.

News of a very interesting character 
reaches the London society papers from 
Jersey concerning, Mrs Langtry.

We read frequently of the drowning of 
good swimmers, who suddenly sink in the 
water without any apparent cause. The 
common explanation of such an accident is 
that the swimmer is seized with cramps ; 
but an English naval officer offers a different 
solution of the phenomenon. He bases his 
theory on his own experience. His ship was 
lying for a long time off Aden Harbor, and 
it was the practice for cricketing parties to 
swim from the vessel to the shore every 
evening, having their clothes Bent in a small 
boat. Of course there was a race to see who 
would get to the beach first. The writer, in 
the course of a sharp struggle for the lead, 
opened his mouth to breathe, and Borne of 
the spray flying in the wind got into his 
throat and took the passage down the trachea. 
“ I could neither,” he says, “ get any breath 
in nor any out, and I soon began to feel I 
was dying on the top of the water. There 
must have been a dozen men close to me, 
but I could not speak, much less call to 
them. I kept swimming on for the shore. 
In about 30 Beconds my senses began to leave 
me. I ceased swimming, and my legs went 
down, when luckily for me they touched the 
bottom ; a violent jump helped me to cough 
up the drop of water. I staggered on shore 
and fell quite exhausted on the beach, much 
to the surprise of all the men with me.” It 
is the opinion of this gentleman that many 
fatal accidents to swimmers are due simply 
to a drop of water in the windpipe. A con- 
clusive proof that they are not due to cramps 
is tbe fact that a man rescued within two 
minutes of sinking in this mysterious manner 
is always found to he beyond alt hope of re- 
suscitation, — Exchange.. -

— Last, but no means least, being 
celebrated all over the world as the “ demon 
bowler,” and one who has caused more sur- 
prises in cricketing circles than anyone yet 
heard of. A capital bat and field. 



AN ENGLISH OPINION OF THE TEAM. 

The Pall Mall Budget of October8th says: 
.—The tour of the Australian cricketers, 
which has carried the cricket season into the 
days of mists and frosts, but which has been 
at length concluded, marks an epoch in the 
history of the national game. Before their 
visits to this country, every Englishman who 
could be called a judge of cricket believed 
that a picked eleven of English players were 
superior to any eighteen selected from the 
rest of the world. This belief has been 
greatly disturbed by the experience of the 
past two seasons, and especially of the last 
few weeks. During the month of September 
the Australians, without their best bowler, 
beat the professionals of England — an eleven, 
it Is true, selected without much discrimina- 
tion, but possessing at any rate, very great 
bowliug strength ; routed Scotland, although 
her best players wcre assisted by two excel- 
lent English cricketers ; and left unfinished 
a match against the professionals of the 
North, having there also acquitted themselves 
with much credit. Nottingham, the champion 
county, succeeded in defeating the colonists 
by one wicket — not a crushing victory in 
itself, but made of even less account by the 
fact that the county was only opposed by ten 
colonists. The most remarkable feat remains 
untold ; for still unsupported by Spofforth, 
the Australians made a most gallant - fight 
with a picked eleven of England, though they 
were ultimately defeated by five wickets. 
There is no doubt that on the occasion last 
referred to the colonists played rather above 
their form ; but it must be remembared that 
by the substitution of C. Bannerman, Evans, 
Spoffnrth, and Horan for the four least good 
of the present Australian team their strength 
would be materially increased. Candid men 
will, in fact, admit that in an international 
match in which Australia was represented by 
Murdoch, the two Bannermans, Spofforth, 
M ‘Donnell, Horan, Palmer, Blackham, Boyle, 
Alexander, and Evans, prudence would not 
suffer odds of more than 6 to 4 to be laid on 
the English aide, Many reasons have been 
brought forward to account for the attainment 
of such excellence by Australian cricketers 
in so short a time. The habit of playing 



constantly together, the dry climate of their 
native land, their ( great attention to 
bowling, their youth, and their temperate 
habits,- have been often remarked upon, 
but one faot concerning them has Seen 
overlooked : which has contributed more 
than anything else to their success. The 
colonists insist that their representatives 
should be . “ all round" men, and that pro- 
ficiency in only, one branch in the game 
shall not entitle any man to distinction. In 
the picked eleven which represented Eng- 
land against Australia two players con- 
tributed nothing to the collective strength 
oxcopt their bowling. On the other side the 
man who went in last batted as well as those 
who went in third or fourth. Putting aside 
Murdoch and M'Donnell the remaining nine 
colonists were in batting power as even as 
possible.- It cannot be said that this batting 
approaches that of • the beat Englianmen ; 
still it combines good “back play" with 
Strong though rather rude hitting. All are 
good fieldsmen who can stoop and throw 
hard. There yet remains to be noticed 
their strong point— bowling. ' This has been 
unduly praised. Spofforth, indeed, is a 
grand bowler ; but Palmer, though he sends 
down now and then a very difficult ball, is 
far top irregular in pitch and direction to he 
put in the first rank ; while, Boyle, though 
steady and thoroughly to be relied on up to 
a certain point, never passes the standard of 
high mediocrity. It is, not, then, to pre- 
eminent excellence in any one department of 
oricket that the Australians owe their well- 
deserved reputation ;' it is to their uniform 
proficiency in all. In a word, their ship 
carried no passengers and was on the whole 
most ably steered. 



THE TE AROHA GOLDFIELD. 



■ i Grahamstown, December 14. 

Warden Konrick’s first report on the Te 
Aroha goldfield, after stating the circum- 
stances of the opening, says the arrangement 
previously made enabled him to decide upon 
the ground at once the question « pegging 
out. On the firat day he found that about 
60 men’s ground was disputed by 300 men, 
all having equal rights ; hut both, time and 
patience, with the goud sense of the dis- 
putants, enabled him to settle the disputes 
out of court. Twenty Natives took out 
miners' rights the day of the opening, and 
others were at first dissatisfied. Arrange- 
ments for re-opening the same were vol- 
untarily signed and agreed to. With re- 
spect to the prospects of the field, the 
Warden says : “ My opinion, formed on an 
examination made by myself and Mr Wilson, 
underviewer of mines at the Thames, of 
some 30 claims, is that a permanent goldfield 
has been opened that will prove to he of 
very large extent and not confined within its 
present boundaries. I have spoken to more 
than 80 miners, and all coincide with me in 
thinking the indications most promising. 
One reef is situated about two and a half 
miles north of the prospectors, and Dixon’s 
about the same distance south. I have 
taken advantage of the new regulation to 
refuse protection, thus compelling the claims 
to be fully manned and worked. Some dis- 
satisfaction existed at first, but the ad- 
vantages were apparent in having the claims 
proved before calling on the outside public 
to invest money, the difference being be- 
tween speculation and Jorta fide work. The 
Isaders in the prospectors’ claim continue to 
show well, and widened to 22 inches in solid 
ground. The township there laid off is on a 
piece of ground owned by a Native chief, 
which is well situated, as being accessible by 
river and road. In conclusion, I again ex- 
press the opinion I have formed, that in the 
Te Aroha district we have a valuable per- 
manent goldfield, but one that requires time, 
money, and a good deal of prospecting for 
its development. The discoveries already 
made should justify all three being brought 
before the district. The danger to be 
guarded against is over-speculation. With 
ionajide work the future of the district is 
assured. 1 can only trust that in future re- 
ports I may bo able to endorse, from actual 
results, the favorable opinion I hold. 1 
would now point out the necessity of warning 
men thinking of coming to the district that 
there is but little demand at present for 
labor — that it requires both time and money 
to develop even town discoveries, and at 
present thore appears no prospect of an 
alluvial field being found. — (Signed) Henry 
Konrick, Warden. To the Hon. Minister of 
Justice, Wellington.”

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BURNING OF A LUNATIC ASYLUM, I

be destroyed. The scene of ,the conflagra- 
tion was' simply grand. ^The whole north 
wing of the structure was one sheet of 
flame. It vm soon found, that the fire' 
was likely to prove serious, ,Dr Bartlett, 1 
the superintendent, gave orders to have all 
the patients released and cared for as well 
as pdbbible, but before the fire ‘was dis- - 
coveted : oneor two of the balls had become 
choked with smoke, and it -was impossible' 
to relieve all the patients. A number of 
$hem must have been burned alive. Some ; 
pay ,50 people perished. The fire originated j 
in the iiorth-west corner of the basement ; 
of the north wing. . The origin of the fire 
is a mystery." A later telegram from St. 
Paul (Minn.)' says Only one wing of 
the building was destroyed. The -whole 
structure, which was 10 years in course of 1 
Erection, Was bnly finished three years ago. ? 
It cost over half a million of dollars. The 
reports as to the loss of life are indefinite 
and conflicting" The following additional 
news regarding the fire came to hand on 
the 17th :—“ While the flames were slowly 
progressing the matron of the female 
department made all haste to get the 
inmates out, and many of them ban shriek- 
ing in their night-clothes in the snow- 
drifts— even burying themselves in the 
snow. They had to be dragged into barns 
^.nd sheds, where those near by wrapped 
them in blankets and Bhawls. Intense 1 
Buffering could not, however, be avoidod, 
as they had to be taken about 15 or 20 
roods through the snow. Numbers are 
burned, and cannot be got at any way at 
the present time, . Miny are known to have; 
wandered away in the , Intense excitement 
that prevailed. Several personB'were got. 
out into the halls, but they would return 
to the flames. One room, occupied by two! 
tnen, was broken into and one patient was 
dragged out, but the other was determined 
-to return to his warm bed, and, when 
dragged out, insisted on waiting to be 
dressed. At some windows there were to , 
be seen three or four • men begging to be 
saved from death, while the flames were 
bursting from the adjoining windows. One 
was dragged through a half-open screen 
and was hadly mangled. To get a complete 
•list of the killed and hurt is not now 
among the possibilitiea Dr Bartlett, of 1 
the Asylum, says there are not more than 
12 lives lost, and probably as many more 
hurt and suffering from the bitter cold 
"last night Indeed, more people are believed 
'to be hurt than dying from their burns. 
Others say that as many as 20 insane 
'people 'either perished in the flames or died 
of cold. Even' during the night so many 
patients disappeared that it cannot now be 
told whtrare dead and who ran away suffer- 
ing. Hundreds of the patients are as help- 
less as children. The real damage to the 
hospital building will amount to 2,000,000 
dol. The central buildings and south wing 
are preserved." 

A telegram, dated the 17th, to the Bul- 
letin, from St. Peter's says the number of 
lives lost by the burning and freezing is 
variously estimated from 20 to 25, In the 
annexe wing for males many of the patients 
refused to leave the building. ■ They went 
up and down the halls screaming and cry- 
ing and acting like Bedlamites. They were 
those who could not he coaxed nor forced 
out of the building, and they became the 
Unhappy victims of the flames. Others 
were saved — some by ladders and some by 
leaping from the windows. Some were 
nearly nude ; others shoeless and hatless ; 
and all were exposed to the excessively 
cold night. Many poor demented and 
crazed inmates fled as if for their lives, and 
could not be overtaken nor confined. Their 
Bufferings in this frightful condition can be 
better imagined than described,- The whole 
catastrophe is fearful to contemplate. It 
is impossible to describe the scene. Inmates 
who escaped the flames were at large, half- 
clothed, and were to be Been in all direc- 
tions flying in wild fright from those who 
attempted to save them. The air was 
bitterly cold, and the poor wretches with 
half-naked bodies and bleeding feet were 
flying about hiding in alleys and dark 
comera 



FALL OF A METEORIC STONE, j 

Mr Wj Emerson Moad^ of New York,! 
owns a place called lakeside Cottage, on. 
the west bank , of Schroon . l ake, at.whichj 
a friend lias beep staying ' during the 
summer. From this gentleman Mr Mead 
has just received a-letter telling of the fall 
«iof a ^remarkable .meteoric stone on • the I 
night of September 22nd, close beside the' 
cottage, The letter is dated 23rd instant, 
'and 'the 1 writer thus describes' the fall of'tho 
stone : — “ Last night 1 sat here alone writ- 
ing to a relative. The children were all 
abed. ‘My 1 sister' (who is keeping house 
for hie during the absence of my wife) had; 
j ust gone upstairs for' the 1 night. I sat at 
the table in the kitchen. It was dark out, 

■ and the clouds were black and heavy. You 
could not see your hand before you. All 
at once it became as light as noonday. I 
jumped to the window, and I could see the 
barn as plainly as In the day. 1 had not 
time to draw breath when the house 
trembled from cellar to garrett. Out I 
went on the double quick ; down came my 
Bister frightened almost out of her senses. 
When we got out of doors' there lay a red- 
hot ‘substance about 20 feet from the 
.house. I threw kerosene on it, and it 
blazed up. I threw sulphur on it and 
that burned readily. You may be sure I 
Was astonished. I sat up alb night watch- 
ing for more, but saw nothing else. When 
daylight came my Bister and I went out to 
make an inspection. There lay a clear 
white rock, weighing about 1251b. It had 
indented the ground about six inches.,. As 
it lay I Bhould say it came from the north- 
east. There were a number of people here 
to day to see it. One man offered me 25 
dol. for it. I told him it was no object, 
for 1 did not expect any more of the same 
l-ight away. It was a great thing." 

Mr Mead has written to his tenant order- 
ing him on no' account to allow the stone 
'to be removed, hut to build a small house 
'over it for its preservation where it lies. 
— New York Herald. 



SUPERHUMAN STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 

Four young men left Ottawa recently 
for the Chats Lake on a fishing excursion. 
They went to the residence of Mr Leeder, 
an Englishman, who for some years has 
carried on business in that village, and 
who owned a boat which they wanted to 
borrow. Mr Leeder not only acceded to 
their request, but volunteered to go with 
them and show the best places for sport. 
The young men naturally jumped at the 
proposal, and the party started. For a 
time all went well, until by imperceptible 
degrees the boat got within the circle of 
the eddy or whirpool at the foot of the 
falls, ' and was capsizod. Of course her 
occupants were thrown into the water. 
The young men managed to get on to 
some logs, and scramble over them until 
they reached a point from which they 
could swim ashore, .which after an 
almost superhuman struggle theysucceded 
in doing, being under the impression 
that Mr Leeder, whom they had seen 
grasp a log, was following them. It was 
not so, however, for, on looking 'back, they 
to their horror, saw the unfortunate gentle- 
man hanging on for dear life to a loose 
■plank, and going round and round the 
vortex of the eddy. It was a terrible 
sight, but they were not long in summon- 
ing assistance, and soon a large boat, 
manned by six strong men put off to his 
succour. They approached as close to the 
eddy as was consistent with their own 
safety, and “ hove” the drowning man a 
line, but the latter was too light, and he 
failed to catch. For three-quarters of an 
hour did Mr Leeder go racing round that 
deadly whirlpool, until at last thoroughly 
exhausted, he was fain to let go his hold, 
Rnd was swallowed up — the only sign of 
his having been there being the log — 
which still maintained its career. A 
search for the body was immediately com- 
menced, but no tidings of its recovery 
have as yet been received. Mrs Leeder 
was in this city at the time of the accident, 
and was immediately sent for, and the pain- 
ful news broken to her on her arrival at 
home.
